Bary's cold is usually caught from 
some person who already has one, 
frequently as the result of kissing. 
but, naturally, some children are 
more susceptible than others, Such 
things as adenolds or enlarged tonsils 
nre common causes, but loss of slecp, 
or cating too much of the wrong 
Kind of food,.lack of fresh air and 
sunlight are also frequent causes. 
Colds are best prevented by keep- 
ing the child in the best general 
health possible, so that if he is exe 
posed to cold germs, the. system ywvill 
be able to withstand them." It is 
essential to see that the baby is not 
handled by anyone with a cold unters’ 
absolutely necessary, and {in thot 
event .the hunds should be well 
washed before touching the child. 
his food, or his toys. ~ 
If thera: is the leust sign of fover 
the.child should be kept in bed until 
a doctor. hus’ oxumined him. The 
room should, be well ventilated and 
full of sunlight, and the temperature 
should. remain as evenly dround 
68-70 degrecs as’ possible. F

One tablespoon, for a child ‘over .two 
years of age ond from one to three 
teaspoons under. The nose must be 
kept cleny, and this can be done by 
swabbing” with: 'u, Uquid petroloum.

It com- 
prised a crystallographer, geographer, two physicists and. 
Mr. Seligman, modestly self-described as an amateur 
glaciologist. 

They lived at an altitude of — 
11,800 feet and a temperature 
several degrees below freezing, 
but, except for a few days of 
lassitude at the end of their 
stay, they kept remarkably 
fit.

Japan And Dofence 
Of Her Interests 


Shanghai, Oct. 2. 
Interviewed by Hans, Melchers, 
Trans-Ocean representative, the 
Japanese Commander-In-Chief tor 
Central China, General Hata, said: 
“The Japanese army is prepared to 
fight a decisive battle nt Hankow.” 


Gencral Hata added, however, that 
he belleved that Marshal Chiang 
Kal-ahck’s ‘crack divisions would 
withdraw further Into the Interlor of 
Chinn and that this would neces- 
sitate a continuation of hostilities. 


General Hata, on the other hand, 
did not .belleve that the Chinese 
army would. later on offer. systematic 
resistance to the Japantse on a large 
scale. He attributed the relatively 
slow progress achieved by the 
Japanese during the past few weeks 
less to tho stiffeness of Chinese re- 
alstance than to the tremendous dif- 
ficulties offered by the terrain. 


In reply to a. question concerning 
the conclusion. of the hosiultles, the 
Japanese C. in C, ofirmed that 
Japan’ only deslred that tho Chinese 
Government should ndanbon its 
antl-Japanese attitude. 


The question as to whether one 
Central, or several regional Govern- 


ments should be established: In China, |. 


was, nuccording to Central Hata, a 
question to be decided by the 
Chinese alone, and did not concern 
Jupan. 

Asked whether Japan wns in a 
position to risk o war with the Soviet 
Union, General Hata replicd that 
Japan would not hesitate to take 
up the gauntlet ogainst any nation, 
Jucluding the Soviet Union, if this 
should be necessary to protect 
Japanese rights ond interests. He 
added that the Sovict assertions re- 
nurding the strength of the Sovict 
Far-Eastern army were not to be ac- 
cepted at thelr face-valuc. 

General Hata concluded by saying 
that an eventual European conflict 
could not have influenced the 
Japanese military operatlons in 
Chinn.—Trans-Ocean,

Paris and the 
suburbs could no Jonger furnish em- 
ployment to foreigners and no further 
refugees could be admitted.—Trans-

THE FIERY DEATH 
. OF CANTON. 


Canton, proud capital of the 
Cantonese for centuries, is burn- 
ing itself to ‘ashes, presenting 
the most poignant disaster 
China has suffered since the 
outbreak of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, The fiery holocaust 
which has been rapidly devour- 
ing the city for the past three 
days has been likened to the 
burning of Moscow in 1812, 
which presaged Napoleon's re- 
treat from Russia. But the 
similarity is in) dimensions of 
the blaze, rather than in its 
causes. Moscow was not set 
alight deliberately. Jt was, ac- 
cording to historians, the result 
of sheer carelessness on the part 
of its own inhabitants. Tt was 
neither a defiant gesture by the 
cowed Roztopehin, nor a wilful 
act of incendiarism by Napo- 


Jeon. The Canton fire has been 
created by deep-rooted causes 
und motivated by a frustrated 
bitterness, which makes all the 
more poignant its tragicness. 


Who precisely is to blame (if 
the word can be used in its 
fullest sense) for Canton’s rag- 
ing inferno, it is impossible at 
this moment to say. Theorics 
there are in- abundance, but for 
the present the only facts known 
are that the many. conflagra- 
tions, which have sprung up in 
a dozen different parts of the 
city,’ have as their origin a 
wilful and deliberate intention. 
The Great Fire of Canton, as 
history will learn to recall it, 
will also be cited as the greatest 
blaze ever deliberately attempt- 
ed. Huge arens are being Jaid 
waste as this is written, and 
millions of dollars worth of pro- 
perty is being destroyed, not an 
insignificant portion of it being 
owned by foreign concerns. 


History cannot point to any- 
thing approaching a precise 
parallel, although it .is interest- 
ing to recall that the four 
greatest fires-~the world vhas 
known—London, Chicago, Mos- 
cow, and now Canton, all oc- 
curred during the autumn 
months of either September or 
October. In fact, for those who 
are eager to seck coincidences, 
it is worth reminding that, two 
days before the outbreak of the 
Canton fire, {t was tho 67th an- 
niversary of the devastating fire 
ef Chicago, an event which 
formed the theme for the film 
“In Old Chicago” shown recent- 
ly in Hongkong.. 4 oo 

But these facts and coin- 
eldences, interesting though 
they are,.can find but.a second- 
ary position in the atory of the

buses soon pass on the infection. 

I have secn a statement that 
the descendants of a single pair 
of rats may number 36,000 in 
twelve months and that the cost 
to the nation of feeding each rat 
is ten shillings a week. 

Colds multiply in the same 
way, probably faster, and the 
cost to the nation in Jost work- 
ing time, inefliciency and subse- 
quent illness work out at much 
more than ten shillings per cold. 
We have a National Rat Week. 
Why not a National Cold Weck? 

If, for just one week, every 
person suffering from a cold was 
isolated, and had. no opportunity 
of spreading the infection to 
fellow travellers and fellow 
workers, there' might be a tre- 
mendous reduction in the num- 
ber of colds during the subse- 
quent six months. 


Science Is Baffled 


I shall probably be told that 
such a week would cost a vast 
sum of money in fost working 
hours. Few pcople realise that 
every year colds cost, us a sur 
variously estimated at figures 
between £20,000,000 and £50,- 
000,000, 

And this is only the direct 
cost. One eminent medical man 
has stated that half the disabling 
diseases have their origins in 
colds, and if this is the case, 
then the ultimate cost every 
yeur is at least double the figures 
quoted, ; 

‘The common cold, which Sir 
Kingsley Wood when Minister of 
Health called “Public Enemy 
Number One,” is 2 disease that 
has so far, bafiled medical 
science, : 

Diphtheria, smallpox and a 
score of other deadly diseases 
have been conquered, but ‘if 
doctors are frank they must 
admit that they’ do not know 
what causes a cold, how to cure 
a cold or how to prevent © you 
from catching: cold. - wih Pies 2 ae 

There has been a great deal of 
solid research work, a very great 
dval more of sheer guesswork, 

Far greater progress has been 
mate in the fight against cancer 
than against the cold, and if the 
cause of cancer remains elusive 
at least surgeons can now hold 
out real hopes of a cure in many 
cases. . 

Not so with the common cold. 
There is an apocryphal but illu- 
minating story of a millionaire 
who caught'a cold and consulted 
an’ eminent physician. “I've 
got to get well quickly,” he said. 
“What treatment can you give 
me?” The physician described 
an elaborate treatment. 

“How Jong will it take me to 
get free of the cold?” asked the 
millionaire. “Fourteen days.” 

“And if I just Iet the cold run 
its course, when can I expect to 
be well?” “In a fortnight.” 

There have been various treat- 
ments by drugging, inhalation 


and so on which have been suc-! 


cessful with a proportion of 
sufferers, but broadly speaking 
the treatment of a cold to-day is 
much the same us it was 60 
years ago... 

There are people who claim to 
have cured themselves by star- 
ving for 24 hours, others who 
have achieved the same end by 
drinking a pint of water every

Smallpox, diphtheria, and 
other diseases have . been con- 
quered by immunisation. 

Why cannot we apply 
same principles to colds? The 
answer is, first, that colds are 
probably caused not by a single 
type of germ, but by a mixture 
of many, so that immunisation 
is bound to be difficult, and, 
secondly, that in any, case the 
immunisation is short-lived. 

If you have had measles you 
will seldom get it again—you 
are immunised for life. But, as 
we all know, you can catch one 
cold after another. 

Vaccines are made which are 
intended to give immunity. 


They may be injected, or in cer- - 


tnin cases taken by the mouth, 
but the success they achieve 


‘seems to vary very widely. 


I have known a few people 
who have completely shaken 
themselves free of the danger of 
colds by injections, There are 
others who do not get the desired 
immunity. 

Two years ago the Rockefeller 
Foundation carricd out experi- 
ments during which some 400 
people of all kinds were inocu- 
Inted with the inactivated virus 
of colds’ or influenza. 

The results varicd enormously, 
but the report contained one 
significant sentence:  ‘‘What 
can be said with certainty. is 
that the vaccination did not 
giye protection in all cases, even 
when it had a good chance.”

McDowell from 35 to 80 miles com- 
are very favourably with the 
Shanghal' Wheelers’ records estal Ust- 
ed by H. A, G. Keates Jn 1933. The 
Shanghal figures are: 35 miles, 1 hr. 
39 mins. 30 secs. (21.100 m.p.h.); 40 
miles, 1 hr. 55 mins. 30 secs. (20.709 
m.p.h.); 45 miles, 2 hrs. 7 mins. 10 
gees. (21,231 m.p.h.); and 50 miles, 
9 hrs. 21 mins, 10 secs, (20.251 
m.p.h.). It will be seen, therefore, 
that two Shanghal figures were 
teaten by McDowell (the 35 and 40 
miles, by 1 min.

boon desired by the majority 


of men and women. We grumble at life, but fow of 
us can have enough of it. -To prolong life has ever been 


man’s dream. 
Elixirs, compounded by 


the alchemists, held. out a 


spurious promise for our forebears of the Middle Ages. 


We smile when we read of 
yot we are little better in th 


these fearsome concoctions; 
is age of science, since most 


of us seek to prolong life by means completely at variance 


with science. . 


Orthodoxy tells us that we- are 
entitled to three score ycars and ten. 
Modern instances ‘suggest that we 
may hope for a much lohger span. 
But only if we live according to 


those unwritten Jaws” of nature toof every unhappy 


understand which {s.to take the first 
step towards length of days. 

Reason might suggest that to live 
long it is necessary to conserve the 
body's encrgics. Scientific facts re- 
veal the somewhat surprising fn- 
formation that we call on but one- 
ninth of our body's functlon capaci- 
ties, and therefore possess enormous 
reserves. F 

Generally speaking, then, wo never 
know our full physical capabilltics, 
or, in the terms of the blologists, our 
“potential.” And this {s true, too, of 
our brains, we work them only to 
something Hke a ninth of thelr 
capacities. 


Living Intensely 


Enormous reserves, therefore, are 
always kept uncalled upon. But this 
docs not mean that we possess u 
grand, wide margin with which we 
con play about All things being 
equal, ‘to attain a ripe old age it is 
essential that the organism should 
functlon to capacity. Those tive 
longest two live most intensely, or, 
to use ogain the blofogical terth, who 
function to the limit of thelr poten- 
tial. P 

Good health means maximum 
function, and that both on the 
physical ond the mental side. And 
that is but another way of saying 
work. 

Ordinary people, it Is safe to say, 
seldom suffer from mental strain duu 
to overwork. One used often to 
hear of ‘brain fag," but according to 
modecrr physiology, there is no such 
thing. One distinguished scientist 
recently went on record to the effect 
thot It is impossible to overwork the 
brain, such are {ts reserves. 

Direct evidence of such facts as 


{the foregoing is obtainable: ‘to-day, 


thanks to the perfection of the 
technique of laboratory’ methods of 
research. We may take it, then, as 
proven, that we run little danger of 
shortening our Ives by the vigorous: 
pursuit of physical and mental ac- 
tvities. : 


Three Vital Forces 


Work, whether it be work for the 
joy of it, or work for gain, or work 
Imposed by economic necessity, in- 
volves us in function, and function 
takes'us towards health and life. 
The more fully the organism func- 
tlons the healthier it is, ‘ 

It should be our object, therefore, 
to get out of ourselves this potential, 
which is the greatest contribution of 
which we are capable in the particu- 
lar. environmental. setting in- which 
we find ourselves. 

Now the reader will probably be 
criticising this proposition of mine 
already. He will likely protest that 
work may be so distasteful as to 
make its performance a hardship. 
To that 1 heartily agree. 

The problem of getting the best 
out of life, or living our fullest, be- 
comes that of petting for the three 
components of our make-up the best 
possible conditions. We have to see 
that our bodies have a fair deal: that 
our minds have the opportunity to 


develop; that our emotions have 
adequate freedom for expression: 
These three factors in right living 
constitute the art of lfc, the most 
difficult or all arts, It s the tragedy 


to seo too lato that fallure. followed 
on inability to master the cxtra- 
ordinary diMcult technique of living. 
But ilfe never gives us a second 
chance. It is for that reason that 
we should strive to learn rapidly so 
that we con apply our new know- 
ledge while there remain years of 
vigour and activity ahead of us. 


Those Who Have the Sceret 


There are several ways of doing 
that. One way js to ponder on the 
causes of failure; another, to examine 
the lives of those who have obtalned 
both success and length of days, for 
thelr secret. 

Psychologists tell us that after uw 
certaln age our minds develop no 
further, that we reach the limita of 
our Intellectual growth. 
however, that beyond that polnt we 
Improve in our technique of life by 
applying the fruits of experience. 

It is from experiente, then, that 
we must learn. A repeated error !s 
a confession of stupidity or ot Icast 
of thoughtlessness. But the iron law 
applies, and for every repeated error 
we must once more suffer. a 

There is only one criterlon for 
every actton and every mental pro- 
cess by which we can gauge its 
value: Does it Incrense our interest 
in, and enjoyment of, life? 

Take, for example, the man who 
has “uninteresting” work. How, he 
many argue, can he be expected to 
enjoy it? As I see it, for him there 
are only two remedies; to cast about 
reservolr of unused and therefore 
for other work that examine his 
approach to his present occupation. 
The mental attitude towards what 
we do goes a long way towards de- 
termining Its effect upon us. 


Great Reserves 22 


I firmly believe that there is.a vast 
reservolr’ of tunu: and therefare 
wasted ‘ability that is inoperative be- 
cause of the badly-assorted condition 
of the mass of workers. .The world 
is full ‘of square pegs in round holes. 

But, whatever one may do, the 
foct remajns that much of the 
world’s work must be performed for 
no better. purpose than to procure 
the meens of life. In such cases I 
think Ife may still be enriched by 
development of the unused abilities 
in tho lelsure hours. We should not 
pity the bored; we should despise 
them. To have s0 weak a hold upon 
life in a world such as ours that the 
hours hang heavy is to invite the 
first processes of decay that lead to 
premature old-age. The men _and 
women who live long Hves usually 
have lived very full ones, 

Examination of the old in one's 
own circle will, I think, reveal this 
same capacity to enjoy Jife and to 
continue at work. And for the same 
reason; the life-instinct is so. power- 
ful that It thrusts back the approach 
of decay and decrepitude. 

The old adage that appetite comes 
with eating is never truer than of 
life itself, The wider our Interests, 
the keencr our minds, the deeper 
our sympathies, the greater our love, 
the better our chances of long life.

Mrs, McClintock, anguished, 
unbalinced because Willlam re- 
cently fractured his spine and 
was partly paralysed, and fearing 
the Farrage was Joomed to un- 
happiness, turned a gun on him 
and Killed him as he sat in the 
suntlt garden. 

Then Mrs. McClintock went to 
a tool-eshed and shot herself. 

Mins Mackworth ran to the 
garden, saw her Jover dead; to a 
nurse In the house she sald, “I do 
not know how 1 will Hve without 
bim.” In her room among her 
froussenu she sat awhile, staring 
in st ice.

biggest glacier—the Great 


Aletsch—on the snow-covered Jungfrau Joch, Mr. Gerald 


Seligman is back in London. 


He led the first British expedition devoted exclusive- 
ly to glaciological study to the Aletsch last April. It com- 
prised a erystallographer, geographer, two physicists and 


glaciologist. 


They lived at afi altitude of 
11,800 feet und a temperature 
several degrees below freezing, 
but, except for a few days of 
lassitude at the end of their 
stay, they kept remarkably 
fit. * 

The icc laboratory was a new idea 
and its. construction. a — splendid 
tichievement. A tunnel was cut into 
the {ce wail, and a. tnrge cave 
hollowed out. Solid ice blocks were 
Ieft for work tables. 

“We were able to keep our speci- 
mens of snow and ice in. perfect 
condition for months because she 


temperature inside maintained Itsclf 
at four degrees below zero Centl- 
grade,” Mr, Seligman said.

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THE FIERY DEATH 
OF CANTON 


Canton, proud enpital of the 
Cantonese for centuries, is burn- 
ing itself to ashes, presenting 
the most poignant disaster 
China has suffered since the 
outbreak of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities. The fiery holocaust 
which has been rapidly devour- 
ing the'city for the past three 
days has been likened to the 
burning of Moscow in 1812, 
which presaged Napoleon’s re- 
treat from Russia. But the 
similarity is in dimensions of 
the blaze, rather than in its 
causes. Moscow was not set 
alight deliberately. It was, uc- 
cording to historians, the result 
of sheer carelessness on the part 
of its own inhabitants. It was 
neither a defiant gesture by the 
cowed Roztopchin, nor a. wilful 
act of incendiarism by Napo- 
Jeon, The Canton fire has been 
ereated by deep-rooted causes 
and motivated by a frustrated 
bitterness, which makes all the 
more poignant its tragicness. 


Who precisely is to blame (if 
the word can be used in its 
fullest sense) for Canton’s rag- 
ing inferno, it is impossible at 
this moment to say.

I have seen o statement that 
the descendants of a single pair 
of rats may number 36,000 in 
twelve months and that the cost 
to the nation of feeding each rat 
is ten shillings a week. 

Colds multiply in the same 
way, probably faster, and tne 
cost to the nation in lost work- 
ing time, inefficiency and subsc- 
quent illness work out at much 
more than ten shillings per cold. 
We have a National Rat Week. 
Why not a National Cold Week? 

If, for just onc week, every 
person suffering from a cold was 
isolated, and had no opportunity 
of spreading. the ipfection to 


fellow travellers and fellow colds. What about prevention?

Science Is Baffled 


I shall probably be told that 
such a week would cost a vast 
sum of moncy in lost working 
hours. Few pcople realise that 
every year colds cost us a sum 
variously estimated at figures 
between £20,000,000 and £50,- 
000,000. 

And ‘this is only the direct 
cost. One eminent medical man 
has atated that half the disabling 
diseases have their origins in 
colds, and if this is the case, 
then the ultimate cost every 
year is at least double the figures 
quoted. : 

The common cold, which Sir 
Kingsley Wood when Minister of 
Health called “Public Isnemy 
Number One,” is, a disease that 
has ‘so far -bafficd medical 
science. 

Diphtheria, smallpox: and a 
score of other deadly discases 
have been conquered, but if 
doctors are frank they must 
admit thnt they do not know 
what causes a cold, how to cure 
a.cold_or how_to prevent _ you. 
from catching cold. 

There.has been a great deal of 
solid research work, a very great 
den} more of sheer guesswork. 

Far greater progress has been 
made in the fight against cancer 
than against the cold, and if the 
cause of cancer remains clusive 
at least surgeons can now hold 
out real hopes of a cure in many 
caseu. 7 

Not so with the common cold. 
There is an apocryphal but illu- 
minating story of a millionaire 
who caught a cold and consulted 
an eminent physician. ‘I've 
got to get well quickly,” he said. 
“What treatment can you give 
me?" The physician described 
an elaborate treatment. 

“How long will it take me to 
get free of the cold?” asked the 
millionaire. “Fourteen days.” 

“And if I just Iet the cold run 
its course, when can I expect to 
be well?” “In a fortnight.” 

There have been various treat- 
ments by drugging, inhalation

(21.325 mph.) for his Orst five 
miles: At 10 miles he clocked 28 
mins. 1 secs. (21.403 m.p.h.) and at

The series of records established 
by W.:H. Peckham on January 22 
last, from 35 to 45 miles, were then 
comfottably beaten by McDowell, 
who, at 35 miles, returned 1 hr, 38 
mins 24 secs. (21.341 m.p.h.) against 
the previous fastest Mrures of 1 hr 
46 mins. 57 secs. At 40 miles he was 
iO mins, 52 sees. inside record with 
a'time of 1 hr. 53 mins, 20 secs. 
(21.176 m.p.h.), and at 45 miles bis 
time of two hrs. 8 mins. 22secs. 
(21.033 m.p.h.) was no less than 12 
mins, 10 sects, faster than the previous 
best. Continuing to 50 miles he re- 
turned 2 brs. 23 mins. 11 sees, (20,052 
tm.p.h.) against Keates’ record time 
of 2 hrs, 38 mins. 15 secs, to lower 
that figure by 15 mins. 4 scecs., col- 
lecting four Colony records on his 
Initiat “half-century” attempt! 

Times Compared 

It should be recollected, nowever, 
that the 50 miles record held by 
H. A. G, Keates: was established over 
the arduous Kowloon circuit course 
(over 50 miles), in June, 1937. Six 
months later W. H. Peckham and R. 
Alves in thelr 50 miles trials failed 
to put up times faster than Keates’ 
circuit performance of 2 hrs. 38 nilns.

Reason might suggest that to live 
long it ts necessary to conserve the 
body's energies. Sclentific facts re- 
veal the somewhat surprising Sn- 
formation that we call on but one- 
ninth of our body’s functlon capaci- 
tics, and therefore possess enormous 
reserves. 

Gencrally speaking, then, we never 
Imow our full physical capabilities, 
or, in the terms of the biologists, our 
“potential.” And this is true, too, of 
our brains, we work them ‘only to 
something like a ninth of their 
capacities. 


Living Intensely 


Enormous reserves, therefore, are 
always kept uncalled upon. But this 
docs. not mean that we possess u 
grand, wide margin with which we 
can play about. All things belng 
equal, to attain a ripe old aye it is 
essentinl that the organism should 
function to capacity. Those lve 
longest two live most intensely, or, 
to use again the blological term, who 
function to the Hmit of their poten- 
tial. 

Good health means maximum 
function, and that both on the 
physical and the mental side. And 
that is but another way of saying~ 
work. 

Ordinary people, it fs safe to say, 


seldom suffer from mental strain due 


develop; that our emotions have 
adequate freedom for expression. 
These ‘three factors in right living 
constitute the. art of life, the most 
aiMcult’or nll urts. “Itds the tragedy 
of every unhappy life to look back 
to seo too Inte that failure followed 
on innbility to master the: extra- 
ordinary difficult technique of Ilving. 
But life never gives us a second 
chance. It fs'for that reason that 
we should strive to learn rapidly 50 
that we can apply our new know- 
ledge while there remain years of 
vigour and activity ahead of us, 


Those Who Have the Secret 


There ure several ways of doing 
that, One way, is to ponder on the 
causes of failure; nnother, to examine 
the lives of those who have obtained 
both success and length of days, for 
tholr secret. 

Psychologists tell us that alter u 
certain oge our minds develop no 
further, that we reach the limits of 
our intellectual growth. They add, 
however, thant beyond that polnt we 
improve in aur technique of life by 
applying the fruits of experience. 

It is from experience, then, that 
we must learn. A repented error is 
a confession of stupidity or at Jenst 
of thoughtlessness. But the iron law 
apples, und for every repeated error 
we must once more suffer, 

There is only one criterion for 
every action and every mental pro- 
cess by which we can gauge Its 
value: Does It increase our interest 
in, and enjoyment of, life? 

Take, for example, the mon who 
has “uninteresting” work. How, he 
may arsue, can he be expected to 


to overwork. One used often to SMoy it? As I sce it, for him there 


hear of “brajn fag,” but uccording to 
modern physlology, there $s no such 
thing. One distinguished — sclentlst 
recently went on record to the effect 
that it Is impossible to overwork the 
brain, such are its reserves. 

Direct evidence of such facts as 
the foregoing is obtainable to-day, 
thanks to the perfectlon of the 
technique of Inboratory methods of 
research.- We may take It, then, as 
proven, that we run Nttle danger of 
shortenIng our lives by the vigorous 
pursuit of physical and mental ac- 
tvities, 


Three Vital Forces 


———__--—__ 

Work, whether it be work for the 
Joy of it, or work for gain, or work 
Imposed by economic necessity, In~ 
volves us in functlon, and function 
takes us towards health and Ilfe. 
The more fully the organism func- 
tlons the healthier it is. 

It should be our object, therefore, 
to get out of ourselves this potential, 
which is the greatest contribution of 
which we ore capable in the particu- 
lar environmental setting in which 
We find ourselves. 

Now the render will probably be 
criticising this propasition of minc 
already. He will likely protest that 
work may be so distasteful os to 
make its performance a hardship. 
To that I heartily ogree. 

The problem of Hetting the best 
out of Ife, or living our fullest, be- 
comes that of getting for the three 
components of our make-up the best 
possible conditions. We have to sec 
that our bodies have a fair deal; that 
our minds have the opportunity to 


ure only two remedies; to cast about 
reservoir of unused nnd therefore 
for other work that exumine- his 
approach to his present occupation. 
The mental attitude towards whaot 
we do goes a long way towards de- 
termining its effect upon us. 


Great Reserves 


I Ormly believe that there is a vast 
reservoir. of unused and therefore 
wasted ability that is inoperative be- 
cause of the badiy-ussorted condition 
of the mass of workers. The world 
is full of square pegs in round holes. 

But, whatever one may do, the 
fact remains that much of the 
world’s work must be performed for 
no better purpose than to procure 
the menns of life. In such cases I 
think: Hfe may still be enriched by 
development of the unused abilities 
in the leisure hours, ‘We should not 
pity the bored; we should desplse 
them. To have so weak a hold upon 
life in a world such. as ours that the 
hours hang heavy is to invite the 
first processes of decay. that lead. to 
premature old-age. The men and 
women who live long lives usually 
have lived very full ones. 

Examination of the old in one’s 
own circle will, I think, revent this 
same capucity to enjoy life and to 
continue at work. And for the same 
reason; the life-instinct Is so power- 
ful that it thrusts back the approach 
of decay and decrepltude. - 

The old adnge that appellte comes 
with eating Is never trucr than of 
Nfe itself. The wider our interests, 
the keener our minds, the deeper 
our sympathies, the greater our love, 
the better our chances of long life.

‘Japan And Defence 
Of Hor Interests 


Shanghal, Oct. 29, 
Interviewed by Huns  Melchers, 
Trans-Occan representative, = the 
Japanese Commander-in-Chicef 
Central China, General Hath, sald:

General Hata added, however, that 
he believed that Marshal Chiang 
Kaleshek’s crack divisions would 
withdraw further into the interlor of 
China and that this would neces- 
ritate a continuation of hostilities.

jess to the atlffeness of Chinese re- 
tlstance than to the tremendous dlf- 
ficultles offered by the terrain. 


In reply to 0 question concerning 
the conclusion of the hositiities, the 
Japanese C, in C. affirmed. that 
Jnpan only desired that the Chinese 
Government should adanbon its 
antizJapanese attitude. 


The question os to whether one 
Central, or several reglonal Govern- 
ments should be established In China, 
was, according to Central Hata, a 
questlon to be decided by the 
Chinese alone, and did not concern 
Japan. 

Asked whether Japan was jn a 
position to risk on war with the Sovict 
Union, General Hata replicd that 
Japan would not hesitate to take 
up tho pauntict against any natlon, 
Including the Sovict Union, Sf thls 
should be necessary to protect 
Japanese rights and Interests. He 
udded that the Sovict assertions re- 
garding the strength of the Sovict 
Far-Eastern army were not to be ac- 
cepted at their {ace-value.

We have to persuade people 
that it is, to say the least, very 
selfish, and therefore exceedingly 
bad manners, to cough and 
sneeze in public places, that the 
person who insists on going to 
work In an office with a stream- 
ing cold is not a martyr but 2 
public nuisance.

{ wish I could be more hopeful 
that we could be successful in 
bringing about.a real change in 
less than ten years. But Tam

lated and someone has been sen- 
tenced to two weeks’ preventive 
detention in hospital for appear- 
ing in public with a.cold, there 
will be no real improvement! 


Careful experiments — have 
shown that one sneeze can infect 
the air to « radius of over Bix 
yards, so it is quite possible that 
the enforced- wearing of .gas 
masks might save lives as effec- 
tively as in air rnids!

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“THE FIERY DEATH 
OF CANTON 


Canton, proud capital of the 
Cantonese for centuries, is burn- 
ing itself to ashes, presenting 
the most poignant disaster 
China has suffered since the 
outbreak of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities. The fiery holocaust 
which has been rapidly devour- 
ing the city for the past three 
days has been likened to the 
burning of Moscow in 1812, 
which presaged Nuapoleon’s re- 
treat from Russia. But the 
similarity is in dimensions of 
the blaze, rather than in its 
causes. Moscow: was not set 
alight deliberately. It-was, ac- 
cording to historians, the result 
of sheer carelessness on the part 
‘of its own inhabitants. It was 
neither a defiant gesture by the 
cowed Roztopchin, nor a wilful 


‘Tact of incendiarlsm . by Napo- 


leon. The Canton fire has been 
created by deep-rooted causes 
and motivated by a frustrated 
bitterness, which makes all the 
more poignant its tragicness. 


Who precisely is to blame. {if 
the word can be used in its 
fullest sense) for Canton’s rag- 
ing inferno, it is impossible at 
this moment to say. Theories 
there are in abundance, but for 
the present the only facts known 
are that the many conflagra- 
tions, which have sprung up in 
n dozen different parts of the 
city, have a3 their origin a 
wilful and deliberate intention. 
The Great Fire of Canton, as 
history will learn to recall it, 
will also be cited as the greatest 
blaze ever deliberately attempt- 
ed. Huge areas are being laid 
wasto as this is written, and 
millions of dollars worth of pro- 
perty is being destroyed, not an 
insignificant portion of it being 
owned by foreign concerns. 


History cannot point to any- 
thing approaching 4 precise 
parallel, although it is interest- 
ing to recall that the four 
greatest fires the world has 
known—London, Chicago, Mos- 
cow, and now Canton, all oc- 
ourred during the gutumn 
months of either September or 
October. In fact, for those who 
aro eager to seck coincidences, 
it is worth reminding that, two 
days before tho outbreak of the 
Canton fire, it was the 67th an- 
niversary of tho devastating fire 
of Chicago,’ an event which 
formed the theme for the film 
“In Old Chicago” shown reeont- 
ly in Hongkong. i 4

Twelve hours Jater his stream- 
ing eyes and ‘nose leave him in 
no doubt, and three days later, 
half the people. who . had been 
sitting within ten fect of him 
have no doubt cither that it was 
indeed'n cold that ho had. 

They begin to sneeze and 
cough themselves, and travelling 
to work in crowded trains and 
buses ‘soon pass on the infection. 

I have seen a statement that 
the descendants of a single pair 
of rats may number 36,000 in 
twelve months and that the cost 
to the nation of feeding each rat 
is ten shillings a week. 

Colds multiply in the same 
way, probably faster, and tne 
cost to the nation in lost work- 
ing time, inefficiency and. subse- 
quent illness work out at much 
more than ten shillings per cold. 
We have a National Rat Week. 
Why not a National Cold Week? 

If, for just one week, every 
person suffering from a cold was 
isolated, and had no opportunity 
of spreading the infection to 
fellow travellers and fellow 
workers, there might be a tre- 
mendous reduction in the num- 
ber of colds during tho subsc- 
quent six months. 


“ Science Is Baffled 


I shall probably be. told that 
such a week would cost a vast 
sum of moncy in lost working 
hours. Few pcople realise that 
every year colds cost us a sum 
variously estimated at figures 
between £20,000,000, and £50,- 
000,000. 

And this is only the direct 
cost. One.eminent medical man 
has stated that half the disabling 
diseases have their origins in 
colds, and if this is.the case, 
then the ultimate cost 
year is at least double the figures 
quoted. . 

The common . cold, which Sir 
Kingsley Wood:when Minister of 
Health. called “Public Enemy 
Number One,” is a disease that 
has so far baffled medical 
science. ' 

Diphtheris, smullpox and a 
score of other dendly diseases 
hnve been conquered, but if 
doctors are frank they must 
admit that they do not know 
what causes a cold, how to cure 
n_cold or how to prevent you 
from catching cold. ‘ 

There has been a great deal of 
solid research work, a very great 
deal more of sheer guesswork. 

Far greater progress has been 
made in.the fight against cancer 
than against the cold, and if the 
cause of cancer remains elusive 
at Icast surgeons can now hold 
out real hopes of a cure in many 
cases. ; 

Not so with the common cold. 
There is an apocryphal but illu- 
minating story of 9 millionaire 
who caught a cold and consulted 
an eminent physician. “I've 
got to get well quickly,” he said. 
“What treatment can you give 
me?” The physician described 
an elaborate treatment. 

“How long will it take me to 
get free of the cold?” asked the 
millionaire. “Fourteen days.” 

“And if I just let the cold run 
its course, when can I expect to 
be well?” “In a fortnight.” 

There have been various treat- 
ments by drugging, inhalation 


and so on which have been suc-: 


cessful with a proportion of 
sufferers, but broadly speaking 
tho treatment of a cold to-day is 
much the same os it was 50 
years ago.

But these are necessarily 
small sums compared with what 
we spend, for instance, in pre- 
paring ‘to blow other people to 
pieces. The cost of conquering 
the common cold might prove to 
be no greater than that of build- 
ing a single battleship, which 
will be obsolete in ten. years, 
while colds will still be with us. 

It seems to me that the collec- 
tion. of statistics is inclined . to.
